The quarrel ends in a set comliat between them, but Phil- 
lipt, an old miser, long dependant on the bounty of Berthulf. announces to 
Thanckmar that his rival, the Provoat, was originally a serf bom on his estate. 
Thanckmnr then refuses to fight Bonchatd, and clanns him, his wife, and the 
Provost, as his slaves—for the law includes all connected by marringe with a 
ierf. The Provost vainly apjieals to the clemency of the Earl: all he can gain 
;t permission to retire from Flanders within two days. Half mad with his 
grief and wrongs, he returns home, learns that Thanckmar has destroyeil Bon¬ 
nard’s castle, and driven Constance mad. He, for vengeanre, kills the Farl at 
the altar. Bonchatd and his followers seize Bruges; they find Berthulf half mod, 
by the couch of his demented daughter. Thanckmar and Bonchnnl meet— 
Thanckmar is killnl—Bonchatd dies of his wounds—Conrance dies—Berthulf 
kills himself with the last words, “ no serf, no serf;” even old Phillipc dies. In 
fact, this tragedy is rrry tragic. 

This may seem very bloody work—and it is, but the play is a good one. The 
language never wania elegano^sometimes is very vigorous. Neither does tlie 
wkll. niiiv rest unon Maerendv’s shoulders.

Tttka Editor of iHt \otr- York Spirit oj tk« Timeo ;— 

Sir : It is with relueiaiice that I appear liefore the I'ublie in any olhee than my 
professional capacity, but as my affairs have lieen made the subject of disrussi-m 
in some of the New-York papers, I hope I shall lie forgiven if I endiavor to 
prevent ilie spread of an impression which an article in a late number of The 
Albion lias uceasioned. 

The para'graph referred to informs the public,, that Messrs. Want & Dinniore 
have leasisl the Montreal Theatre, and often it in June next: and the riliior 
“regrets to learn that the same tlieaire has been let for the month of May to 
another person, by which means a pari of tlie novelty will lie i.skeii away.” 
• Much,” he eotitiniies, as Messrs. Ward & Dinniorc have a right to complain 
*xi this in-slance, it has not daniftcncd their sjtirils &r. 

Of course, ’i is of me they complain, ami as a just complaint implies a wrong 
mflicud, I firal an oftiniim gaining ground, that ihcv' gentlemen have simtoinid aii 
injury at my hands 1 owe it to myself and friend.s yir'Unftily loeln-i’k sucii an 
inference, and in oril'r to This, a staicineiit of the facts will Ite necessary. Up¬ 
wards of a year ago. I leased the Montreal and duebcc Tlwairra, for tlw summer 
0 ^ 1835. The opening of those theatres was then cnnsidereil a rash proeealiiig. 
All the managers who had the temerity to lake a company to Canada, had iMifte- 
Insiy failed. Mr. De Camp, a frugal and enterprising man, had mmle reprnteil 
affbits to establish the drama in Montreal and Q.uel>ee, and when he alvamloiird 
tlw pniject in despair, it was thought that no successor would renew his friiitltilss 
kb^. The theatres had remaineil closed upwsnis of two years, when 1 leased 
them, an«l under circumstances of singular niisfortuRe, I aucceeded in placing 
Canadian Theatricals on a better footing than they had for some time main- 
usiiied. 

Presuming no one would envy me the doubtful profits arising from these 
lOMite llieaires, I considered them as suffieiriiily secured to me, and began to 
farm engagemants with slurs, uiul others, for the next summer season; lait on 
my arrival in >'ew-York, from New-Orleans, in February last, I lennu with 
aniyrise that Mr. Ward had leased botli liouses. I soon found this to lie ineor- 
ftti, and anxious to fulfil tlie engageineins I had fonnevi, I opened a negotiation 
fcr the Montreal building, for May, un»l engagnl that of Quebec for the summer. 

You, sir, became entangled in an error on this subject, and have not yet got 
owtofit On exainiiig TIrj Albion from which you last wcik quoted, you will 
feral that the iditor speaks of Montreal only. He dors not assert that Mr. Wan! 
has any thing to do with Quebec. 1 am at present the sole lesaee of the Quebec 
Tlieaire. 

Now let me ask Ihe editor of The Albion vko has the right to complain in this 
affair. I luul considered myself in undisturbed fTossession of Theatres which I

Tlie Kmc on the arrival of these royal vuitors and relatives 
gave a grand |*arty, at whieh they, and most iff tlie Fngliah blood royal were 
present. On Saturday, the Duchess of Kent gave tlie first of a series iff |mrtin 
in honor of Iter visitors. TIte inmilx*rs of the royal family, all the nori*s dip¬ 
lomatique, and very many of the nobtlity and gentry were in« ited. The Duch¬ 
ess aral her imme-hate guests, entered the room at nine • the Duke of Cumberland, 
the Langravine of Hesse Homberg, the Duebees of Glouc-s'-er, and Uic Prin¬ 
cesses Sophia and Augusta came al half past nine. The wh de suite of apart- 
naeuts were lit up, and iliey were cruwdsd. The next day, Siunday, the Pnree 
of Portugal heard mass in the chajiel of the Spanish ambassador—|iaid a visit to 
the Duke of Sui-oex, who is laid up with rataracts in his eyes—drove in the 
parks—visited th- Zoological Gardens—and dined wilh his aunt of Kent. The 
cobinet laiiusters were of the party. Tbe Prince haa visited I'se Kuig’t theatre; 
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Queen (who have come up to London lor this purpose) give a 'nagnifioeai party, 
after tbe drawing-room in honor of the Prince. He is a bandsonte young man, 
plain in attire, and unaffected iu bis manner. He is not of ye: of age. 

Tbe Duchess of Kent's Ball, at Kensington Palace, on Monday evening, was 
one of the most splendid things of the son seen in Lotahm stitee the visit of the 
allied sovereigns, in 1014. Among tbe company were the Qu-tji, Princeaa Vic¬ 
toria, Prince George of Cambridge, Prince Ernest of Hesse Pliilippsthal, Prince 
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gustuB of Saxe Coburg, Ae. Dancing commenced with a quadrille, at naif 
past ten, when the Princess Victoria led off with the Prince FenliBand uf Por¬ 
tugal.

After 
dinner the Queen and tbe Princes went to the King’s theatre, to the pedbrmanoe 
of Beatrice di TVuda. Tbe Duchess of Kent snd Princess Victoria weic of 


fortnight at the latter place she is to have £600. She has actually cleared £5000 
lh*s season at tlie Olympic—quite a bandbox of a theatre.
